The "Dark Horses" were Ohio State 


in the West and Brown in the East: 
Ohio State starting tho season without 
much notoriety and considered as fa- 
vorite by no one, took each team on 
in succession and won each game de- 
cisively and several of them by whirl- 
wind' finishes, notably Ihe Norll west- 
ern s^me. As a result, Ohio Stale Is 
probably tho most talked of team In 
[he country, not because they won a 


championship, as many teams in the 
past have done, but because as dark 
horses they c;tme from behind and won 
from the favorite. 


Brown, usually a second rate team, 


was very popular in the East because 
It numbered among its victims, Vole 
and Harvard. 


Probably the most popular victory of 


the season was Yale's victory over Hai> 
I'anl. For four years in-succession th<? 
one time ehampiuns were defeated not 
only by their chief rival, but by other 
smaller colleges. . Tho' climax was 
reached last season when five defeats 
were suffered. This season with Tad 
Jones as head conch, and reverting back 
to methods he himself had used as 
quarterback on ihreo .undefeated Yalo 
teams, and as coach of another unde- 
feated team, Yab developed a team re- 
markable for its fighting spirit, play- 


ing 
through 
an exceptionally bard 


schedule wilfi 
only one defeat 
by 


Ilrown, and winning 
fis 
final game 


against Harvard after Harvard had tak- 
en the lead by a field goal. Yale won 
the game by .straight old-fashioned foot- 
ball, battering Its way dowii the field 
for a touchdown. 


Another one-lime 
champion 
which 


came to the fore again under a new 
coach was Pennsylvania, under Coach 
Bob Pblucll. Although suffering some 
rivals, .Michigan and Cornel!, and ttfe 
latter game without the full service of 
its star back, Graves' Williams, who 
had been laid up for some time with a 
early defeats they defeated their chief 
.severe cold, 
and 
who canseciuenlly 


could only play ii part of the game. 


On the other hand'there was Prince- 


ton who had practically a veteran team 
from the previous season, and had one1 


year's atari under their new coaching 
•yfttem with Rush, as head coach and 
yet they lost both their championship 
games with Yale and Harvard. Prlnck- 
ton pret«nt«d a well coached team with 
a fitrong line and a varied offense, yet 
due to fumbles at critical times which 
their opponents were quick 'enough to 
take advantage of in both the big games. 
Princeton, the favorite, was twice de- 
feated. 


So with micli whirlwind finishes, re- 


versals and ''comebacks," football can- 
not help hut grow in popularity, for 
on Saturday Xovember 25, there were 
80,000 people in the Bowl at New Haven 
watching the Yale-Harvard game, while 
seventy mile* away at the Polo Grounds 
hi New York, 60,000 .watched the Army- 
Navy match and at Columbus 20,000 
watched Ohio State defeat Northwest- 
ern for the conference championship. 


At each of these contests applications 
for tickets by the thousands had to be 
refused because of the lack of seating 
capacity. 


Next season promises to be just as 


exciting, for by a curious coincidence 
none of the more prominent teams lose 
many man by graduation. Yale suf- 
fers "least by graduation, losing only 
Lo fiorfl and Moseley. The former is 
quite a loss, as he was one of the 


iost brilliant running hacks of llm 


season and was 
also 
a dependable 


punier and an accurate forward passer. 
In both the Yale-Princeton and Yale- 
HarvaiM! games, Yale's victory was aid- 
ed materially by 
Le Gore's passing. 


However. Yale Is fortunate in having a 
very 
brilliant 
quarterback. Kempton 


came up from the Freshmen to1 lake Le 
Gore's place as a runner, punter and 
passer. So next year, Yale will have Its

Chairman Cramer, of the

committee, wondered how the in- 
crease was to be made, calling at- 
tention to the fact that on account 
of the condition of the safety fund 


a couple of police had to he cut 
off recently. He asked the solicitor 
how the increase could -be*brought 
about. "That's a.matter to be 
threshed out by the committee," 
replied the solicitor. 


The matter was finally referred 


to the police and fire committee. 


Messrs. Cramer and Vandcrvort 


both protested against any furth- 
er expenditure of money than ab- 
solutely'necessary, when Chair- 
man Rice, of the ordinance com- 
mittee, revived the subject of rc- 
eodifying the city ordinances.
